The  soil  is  rich  and 
productive,  the  summer  is  short  enough  to  hasten 
growth  and  ripening  with  resulting  tendency  to 
produce  early  strains. 


MY  STOCKS  I maintain  a stock  seed  de- 
~ partment,  and  at  consider- 
able expense  our  strains  of  the  different  varieties 
are  selected,  improved  and  tested.  The  results 
have  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  superiority  of  my  strains  has  become 
fixed,  and  can  be  depended  upon  to  meet  the 
most  exacting  requirements  of  the  critical  and 
conscientious  seedsman,  who  wishes  something 
different  and  better  in  Tomato  seeds.

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It  has  been  said  that  the  success  of  the  seed 
business  depends  upon  faith.  This  is  particu- 
larly true  of  Tomato  seeds,  the  appearance 
of  which  gives  no  indication  of  variety,  strain, 
purity  or  viability. 

In  my  twenty-six  years*  experience  as  a 
Tomato  seed  grower  I have  always  kept  this  dis- 
tinctly in  mind,  and  have  never,  for  the  sake  of 
any  present  gain,  sold  a pound  of  Tomato  seeds 
that  might  limit  the  faith  that  I am  anxious  all 
the  trade  shall  have  in  me  and  my  stocks.

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MY  METHODS  1 put  out  no  seeds  on 

contract,  but  all  are 
grown  by  me,  or  the  fruit  delivered  to  me  to  be 
seeded,  each  variety  in  a locality  by  itself. 


The  men  who  do  the  work,  the  tools  and 
machines,  are  all  separate  and  distinct  for  each 
variety.  By  this  method,  it  can  be  seen,  I elimi- 
nate the  usual  great  danger  of  mixtures. 


PRICES  By  these  conservative,  systematic 
methods,  by  growing  large  acre- 
ages of  the  several  varieties  separately,  I am  able 
to  produce  the  choicest  stocks  grown,  and  at 
reasonable  prices. 


I accept  orders  conservatively,  and  usually 
am  able  to  deliver  in  full. 


In  case  of  surplus,  I protect  my  trade  by 
not  offering  at  a less  price  than  that  made  for 
contract  orders.

the  introducers  that  the  extensive  demand  has  prompted 
me  to  place  it  on  my  list.  It  has  the  general  character- 
istics of  the  Red  Rock  and  Stone,  though  I do  not  con- 
sider the  type  so  well  fixed.  It  is  a red  tomato,  vigorous 
and  productive,  ripening  with  my  strain  of  Red  Rock, 
but  not  so  regular  in  size  and  shape.  Many  catsup  manu- 
facturers prefer  it  to  Stone.  The  introducers  say,  “It  is 
the  best  second  early  and  main  crop  tomato  on  earth.” 
-They  claim  it  to  be  much  more  productive  than  Stone.
